SHELTERS. 


There  were  no  shelters  erected  dxnring  the  year,  the  pres^ent 
shelters  accommodate  six  himdred  and  ninety  six  persons. 

These  shelters  are  periodically  inspected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  order  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  a state  of  cleanliness. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  MATTERS  RELATED  TO  THE  WAR. 


On  the  outbreak  of  Yi/ar  nine  hundred  and  sixty  six  evacuees 
were  received  into  the  district.  By  December  31st. 1943  the  total  remaining 
numbered  one  hundred  and  ten,  such  small  n\irabers  did  not  call  for  any 
extraordinary  Public  Health  activity. 

Mr.Albert .Ridout , Sanitary  Inspector  also  acted  as  Mortuary 
Superintendent  and  Oasvialty  Officer. 

Plans  for  reforming  Local  Government  are  again  being  put 

forward. 

The  procedure  seems  briefly  to  be  as  follows; 

The  Borough  prepare  to  eat  up  the  little  fish.  The  Districts, 
but  find  themselves  threatened  by  the  open  jaws  of  the  County  Goimcils, 
the  County  Councils  in  their  turn  are  menaced  by  a still  larger  fish 
variously  called  Region  or  Multipurpose  Authority  which  themselves  are  in 
fear  of  digestion  by  the  great  whale  of  Whitehall.  The  vdiole  thing  may  be 
likened  to  a Hagcio  on  a theme  of  Cannibalism,  The  composition  seems  likely 
to  end  in  unpleasing  discords.

To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Bridlington  Rural-  District  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present,  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  and  other  work  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December.  1943 • 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  for  all  purposes  during 
the  year  was  1563* 

HOUSING  ACT.  1936. 

During  the  year  179  inspections  were  made  and  where  necessary  informal 
notices  v/ere  served,  28  revisits  were  carried  out  in  connection  with 
this  work.  Difficulties  v/ere  experienced  in  getting  the  repairs  carried 
out:  owing  to  the  shortage  of  material  and  man  power. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936. 

Fifty  nine  nuisances  and  complaints  were  received  aoid  dealt  with 
Sxanmary  of  Nuisances;

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  fifty  six  Cowkeepors,  Producers  and  Ti/hole- 
sale  Traders  on  the  Register,  fifty  seven  '-f  which  are  also  Retail 
Traders.  One  Producer  is  Licenced  for  the  production  of  Grade  ”A"  T. T. 
milk  and  one  produces  "Accredited"  Milk. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  seventy  tv/o  inspections  of  cowsheds 
and  Dairies  have  been  made  and  as  a result  of  these  inspections  the 
following  infringements  have  been  dealt  with. 


Accmula-tions  of  manure  removed 21. 

Dirty  Cov/sheds  cleansed  and  limewashed 35* 

Dirty  Milking  Stools  cleansed 13* 

Floors  replaced  or  relaid 3* 

Dairies  Cleansed 7» 


Water  supply  v^-as  laid  on  to  two  Farms  during  the  year.  Previously 
water  had  to  be  carried  to  these  fo.rms  from  a considerable  distance. 

MBAT  AND  FOOD  IliSPECTIONS . 

As  in  previous  years  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  has  been 
centralised  in  the  Borough  of  Bridlington,  and  the  inspections  of  the 
Food  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Bridlington  Inspectorate. 

This  has  not  done  away  vMth  the  supervision  of  Meat  and  Food  Shops  in 
the  District,  and  in  connection  with  this  work  seventy  eight  inspections 
have  been  made.  It  vfas  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  following  articles 
of  food  which  v/as  found  to  be  unfit  for  hioman  consumption  and  was  therefore 
destroyed.

.Two  hundred  and  sixty  three  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in 
OoHysctidn  with  this  work.  Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
Hunmanby  and  Flamborough  water  supplies  for  Bacteriological  Examination!, 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS,. 

There  are  forty  seven  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  Register  and 
thirty  one  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  SOAVSNCING  WORK. 

The  work  in  connection  vd.th  the  removal  of  household  refuse  and  the 
emptying'  of  pall  closets  and  privies  is  carried  out  by  contract  in  the 
Parishes  of  Hunmanby  and  Flamborough.  This  was  carried  out  satisfactorily 
by  the  Contractors*  Seventy  six  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  all 
complaints  were  deal t • with. '• 

SAL  VAGE. 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  books,  waste  paper,  rags,  rubber, 
bones  and  scrap  iron  was  carried  out,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  eight 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work. 

SUPERVISICW  OF  SEWAGE  \70RKS  AM)  DRjIIHAGE.- 

Three  hundred  visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  no  major  difficulties  were  encountered.  Owing  to  shortage 
of  l£!.bour,  it  was  not  possible  to  cleanse  all  the  sewer  dykes  under  the 
control  of  the  Council,  but  any  complaints  were  investigated  and  where 
found  necessary  the  dykes  were  cleansed. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  case  of 
Diphtheria  were  reported,  all  the  cases  were  visited  and  instructions 
given.  Disinfection  was  carried  out  in  all  cases. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  conmectioni 
with  this  work,  and  prebaiting  and  poisoning  carried  out  in  four  cases  of 

infestation,
